__ A message from the House of Representatives, by Mr. Harper and Mr. 
- Fisk, two of their members. Mr. Harper, Chairman. 
Mr. President: The House of Representatives have passed a “ resolu- 
tion authorizing the President of the United States to issue a proclamation 
to the inhabitants of the British American Continental Provinces,” in which 
they request the concurrence of the Senate. And they withdrew. 
The resolution was read, as follows:

States of America, in Congress assembled, That in case it shall be deem- 
ed necessary, in order to vindicate the just rights, or to secure the safety of
